Dewey Hotel Takes Fire While 
Guests Are Asleep in 
Rooms. 

ONE MAN LEAPED FROM 
THIRD STOREY WINDOW 


Fell to the Pavement on His 
Head and Was Killed—Hote} 
Was Secerd Rate One. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb, 28—Not fewer 
than fifteen, and possibly as many as 
twenty persons perished in a 
fire which destroyed the Dewey hotel, 
a three-storey building at Thirteenth 


and Farnan streets, here eerly to- 
day. As the register of the house 
burned, it may never be positively 


known how many persons lost their 
lives. 


For three hours the fire raged 
fiercely, the firemen being greatly 
handicapped in their efforts to sub- 


due the flames by a freezing tempera- 
ture and a biting wind, 

The guests were aroused by at- 
taches cf the house as rapidly as pos- 
sible and some few made their way 
to safety, illy-clad and dazed by the 
confusion, through dense smoke, 
which filled the narrow halls, Oth- 
ers, however, were unable to bind 
the exits and either were burned to 
death or were suffocated. 


Many Jumped From Windows. 


Quite a number were injured by 
jumping from the windows and by 
falling timbers, whfle still others 
were rescued only after suffering se- 
vere burns which, in some cases, pro- 
bably will prove fatal.

Many Not Registered, 


The Dewey was a second-rate hotel, 
and t is believed there were many 
guests in the house who had not beep 
registered, which fact will render all 
the more difficult the task of check- 
ing up the Hst of casualities. 

The fire was discovered about five 
o'clock in the rear of the building, 
which Was @ three-storey structure. 
1t had been burning for some time, 
however, before it was noticed, end 
had gained #0 much headway that it 
was with great difficulty that the 
flames were confined to the one build- 
ing. The building was a seething 
mans of flames when the first fire 
company arrived, 

The fire burned with almost flend- 
ish flerceness despite the fact that 
many streams of water were poured 
into the building from all sides, 

Dense clouds of smoke filled the 
rooms from cellar to garret and the 
flames shot up many feet into the air 
when the roof was reached and pour- 
ed out through the windows, 


Women Went Insane.

A number of women became hy- 
sterical, at least one of whom, Mrs. 
Cc. F. Wilkins, is belleved to have 
gone insane. Another woman, 4 
Swedish housekeeper in the hotel, al- 
so, is thought to have lost her mind. 

It is thought some of the guests 
were burned to death in thelr beds 
without awakening. Others are 
thought to have fallen into the flames 
below when some of the floors col- 
lapsed. 

Phrieking men and women crowd~- 
ed into the hallways and down the 
stairs wearing only their night clo- 
thes, but to be overcome by the 
smoke and rescued by intrepid fire- 
men, who ventured inside. Perhaps 
a dozen persons were carried to the 
‘street,

FREE FOOD FEATUURE

He opened the door of his of- 
fice on the second floor when he 
heard an explosion and was driven 
back with a puff of smoke and flames. 
He attermmpied io arouse a few, guests 
on that floor, but was forced to go to 
the street, almost overcome, to save 
his own life. 

A watchman discovered the’ fire and 
turned in a ‘‘still alarm’’ by  tele- 
phone. He rushed out aud found the 
clothing’ store of the Raphael Pred 
company in flames and turned in a 
second and third alarm which brought 
out the entire down-town fire fight- 
ing force. When the firemen had

Enough Water 
_ For Millions 


City Commissioners Have Mystery 
Unloaded on Them by Do- 
minion Official. 


The city commissioners have had 
a myatery unloaded on their hands, 
--t their regular meeting this morn- 


ing, a letter was read trom P. H. 
Peters, the commissioner of irriga- 
tion und water power. Mr. Peters 


is an officia] of the Department of 
the Interior and is stationed at Cal- 
gury. Recently he noticed in an en- 
gineering publication that Edmonton 
was considoring installing @ water 
supply sufficient for a city with a po- 
pjulation of 200,000, So Mr. Pet- 
ers immediately got very busy. 

On behalf of the government, he 

has written the comuinissioners in- 
forming them that “in 1905, Mr. 
John Stocks, then deputy minister of 
public works, issued to the city LIj- 
cense No. 1." This license, it would 
appear, gave the city the right to df- 
vert 1,800 cubic feet of water per 
second from the North Saskatchewan. 
As this was In 1905, and Edmonton 
is now talking about a population of 
200,000 people, Mr. Peters believes 
that the elty will be using a great 
, deal more water and so informs the 
{commissioners they had better take 
‘out another permit, 
} But some of the mathematicians in 
the city engineer's offica, when asked 
for ald in the problem, gave some 
figures that show that vither Mr, Pet- 
ers is away out, or else that there 
must be some other explanation of 
the mystery. Today the city is us- 
ing about 6,000,000 gallons of water 
per day. This makes just 800,000 
cuble feet of water every twenty-four 
hours. Or, to reduce it to the con- 
sumption per second, the figures are 
seen to be between 9 and 10 cubic 
feet per second 

As the city already 
to use 1,800 cubic feet per second, 
according to Mr. Peters, Edmonton 
could very easily become the largest 
city in the world and not go over the 
limit. And as the city uses no water 
at all for power development, the 
mystery is all the deeper,

JUDGMENT ON FREIGHT 
RATES ISSUED BY BOARD 


Endorses Proposed Increase on Pulp- 
wood from Eastern’ Shipping 
Points to Western States—The De- 
cision and Canada’s Forest Re- 
sources, 


Ottawa, Feb. 27.—The judgment of 
‘the railway board in regard to freight 
‘rates on pulpwood was formally is- 
sued this morning, It is of far-reach- 
ing importance, as it declares reagon- | 
able the proposed increased rates of } 
the pulpwood from shipping points in } 
Ontario, Quebec and the (Maritime 
Provinces to Points in the Western 
States, although''their effective date 
was postponed until \August 1léth to} 


ing contracts. 

The decision will, it is claimed, be 
in effect an important conservation 
measure as regards Canada's forest 
reserves, although the board in its or- 
der expressly states that it did not 
take this into account. Two judg- 
ments have jbeen issued, the majority 
one written by Chief Commissioner 
Drayton and concurred in by Assist- 
ant Chief Commissioner Scott and 
Commissioner (Mills and Goodeve, and 
the minority one, finding against the 
railways, by Commissioner MacLean. | 

As a result of the majority report, | 
the rates will be increased 1 1-2 cents 
per hundred pounds, which will make | 
every ton of paper manufactured | 
therefrom in the American mills cost | 
36 cents more. The judgment states: 


Objections Are Discussed. ' 


"The effect cf the proposed increase 
scale to add to the manufactured ar- 
ticle in the American mills an extra 


cost of 56 cents for each ton of paper, | 


the value of which is shown to be 
$42.50. It is argued that the increas- 


ed rate creates an unjust and unfair 
discrimination on the American buy- 
er.

They were 
found jater stamping the words on 
the gates of a private house by a 
crowd of men and women, Their hair 
Was pulled down, green paint was 
poured over their heads and “votes 
for women" was etamped on their 
cheeks and foreheada,

to a tea shop much dishevelled. She 
afterwards rushed to a_ taxi-cab 
which would have been overturned 
had not the chauffeur started ou 
quickly.

INCREASE IN WAGES 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Bonrd of Trade Statistica Show Ad-

Only 686,142 pounds of but- 
valued at $170,126, were export- 
ed in the ten months, whereas, there 
were lmported 5,714,405 pounds, 
lued at $1,511,654. 

Only in cheese did Canada main- 
tain her dairy exports, the exporta 
being 119,093,406 pounds, worth $19,- 
08,062, and the dmporta only $1,288,- 
654 pounds, valued at $260,453. 

In the matter of grains, outside of 
wheat, oats and barley, there was ra- 
ther more importing than export. 
ing. Canada imported $596,104 
worth of beans, and exported only 
$6,451 worth; she imported $210,145 
worth of peas, and exported $140,- 
772 worth; she ‘imported $64,624 
worth of rye, and exported $603 
worth, Her exports of wheat were 
77,301,457 bushels, valued at §74,- 
640,819; of oats 9,018,336 bushels, 
valued at $4,426,176, and of barley, 
4,487,382 bushels, valued at §2,605,- 
234. The imports of these 
grains were valued at: wheat 4$3833,- 
227; oats, $79,288; barley, $26,753, 
The importations of Indiin corn were 
heavy, 864,872 bushels, worth $624
